Froiiclimnn, niiaeil tlie revenuo to a figure 
never known before, nnd so increased llie 
iv&iltli of the nation t1iat, though they 
siniirt under the recollecoion of n war in 
which they were worsted, tliey find means 
to pay tile indemnity with a punctuality 
that surprises the world.

By such means, 
he managed for near twenty years to dazzle 
end please the French army. And when 
these means failed to keep it loyal to him- 
self and the second l^mpive, he found a 
safety-valve on the fields of Solferitio and 
Magenta. He did more even than this. 
He kept the Pope sometimes in awe, hnt 
ofwner in goorl hmnonr, by making Borne 
bristle with French bayonets, and. putting 
a halter round the neck of Italian freedom, 
And though the French priesthood were 
often scandalised by his hmgnid, easy-going 
infidelity, the thorough devotion of the 
Empress more than atoned for the short- 
comings of the iiimperor in this respect. 
And the priesthood to the last were loyal 
to Am for lief sake. 

Ho French ruler ever governed Paris 
nnd the great cities of France with more 
success. Paris was perfectly transfigured 
; by his munificence. Before it was marred 
; by the war, the eye was fatigued by its 
i splendour, and a modest taste was sbeerly 
(lisgiistod wllli excess. And the royal 
; bounty was not confined to the City of 
5 ralaoea, bat othera shared it in their inea- 
i sm-e. His foreign iiolicy, so for ns it was 
believed, was .sotisfactory and even sootli- 
■i iiig “ The, l'nij>ire is peaoe this he ad- 
vanced on every fitting and on many unfit- 
ting oecasions. The Ktna on which he was 
soiteil, heaving with the hidden fire.s of 
French freedom, was thus from time to 
time .slimeil over, and took on tlie nppear- 
line? of rock, The Mcxienn bhmder re- 
vealed a rent in the magiiificent wrappage, 
lUiil an explosion seemed imminent. The 
iiiiilB.id tlmnder of Kmope.ui indignation 
vras hoard. The blood of poor Maximilian 
cried to earth for vengeance. The evil 
palicv that olfered up the noble rdetim on 
the altar of heathen vengeance threatened 
a crisis.

!k 1 lijaiwiier of war, hi.s goveriiiiient was a pro- 
mo I tracted ami a pro.sperons de.spotism in 
fverytliing but name. And France nnd 
■.England owe more to the subtle and des- 
pttio dominion of the departed Kinperor 
.than they owe to all the earnest and up- 
right rniers of Europe. Tlie imcxampletl 
prosperity tliat crowned tlie huge deception 
(if go'.’ornmeitt witich he skilfully managed 
’ wliile he kc|)t the peace of the world, de- 
rate;! him in the last disastrous war, ami 
Kilfd in an ignomiitions downfall. And 
till Hint remains of him to this world is i;t 
.wplivity at Chisel hurst. His momories 
"'ill ho a rich inheritanoe to future historyn 
His son, who bears bis magic name, now 
liolils a commission in the Britisii armv.

enough to liavo an Association of its own. 
And there is no reason why the example 
set liy tlie Bannockburn sboiild not be fol- 
lowed by every sub-division of the Kuwa- 
rau district ; at the Nevis, Cardrona, Ben- 
digo, Quartz Reef Point, faiggate, Kawaniu 
Gorge, nnd so on. Of course, associations 
in tliese places could not be expected to be 
strong in numbers. But the promise given 
by Mr Bastings to the Mining Conference, 
tliat local bodies would be allowed to over- 
see, in fact to conduct, local works under 
certain conditions, renders it almost n 
necessity, in the interests of the general 
well-being and progres.s, that every mining 
district, or centre of mining activity, should 
have its Association. If need be, for the 
discussion of any subject of general impor- 
tance, a meeting of tnembeiti, or of dele- 
gates even, of these associations could be 
lield in one of the more important locali- 
ties; and uniform plans of action would 
thus be established. It would give ns 
much pleasure to see such bodies formed 
in the places we have mentioned ; and we 
urge it upon the miners to take action to 
that end, The good that might be done 
in that way is too apparent to require that 
it should be pointed out. We know that 
many of the miners in the localities above 
mentioned were surprised and dissatisfied 
that, at the time of the election of a dele- 
I gate for the district, they liad no say in 
i the matter. Then, it could not be helped ; 
i there was so little time for any general 
j action. But next year the entire mining 
I community ought to have an opportunity 
j of taking part in tlie election, and will, if 
something he done in the direction we have 
suggested. Self-help will socure this ; and 
self-help, we earnestly hope, will be resorted 
to.

The Philosopher's Stone.
